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City Opposes Use of Wetlands Site Three Public Hearings Set 
For Old Middle School Use

For CSX Truck Transfer Facility 


A parcel of land in Beltsville 
found its way onto the agenda 
of the Greenbelt City Council 
meeting on April 11. The prop- 
erty, adjacent to the CSX railroad 
tracks and otherwise bounded by 
Sunnyside Avenue, Kenilworth 
Avenue and Powder Mill Road, is 
one of four sites under consider- 
ation for development of a trans- 
fer facility to improve efficiency 
of freight hauled from Baltimore 
to points of delivery on the East 
Coast and in the Midwest. 

Following review and dis- 
cussion of these plans, coun- 
cil agreed to send a letter to 
the Maryland State Secretary of 
Transportation discouraging de- 
velopment of the Beltsville site, 
which is a wetland and forested 
flood plain and includes Indian 
Creek that flows through Green- 
belt West. 

Improved Efficiency 

In what is called the National 
Gateway project, the U.S. De- 
partment of Transportation and 
CSX Transportation, Inc. propose 
creation of a double-stack rail 
corridor connecting East Coast

ports to markets in the South and 
Midwest. Train cars along this 
corridor would be double-stacked 
with containers to improve the 
efficiency of freight movement 
and reduce truck traffic on the 
highways. 

According to information on 
MDOT’s website, doubling the 
amount of freight carried by 
trains will not only reduce truck 
traffic but will lower the overall 
cost of transporting goods, yield- 
ing savings for businesses and 
consumers alike. It will also re- 
duce emissions, thereby improv- 
ing the environment. 

Currently, the Panama Canal is 
being widened and in preparation 
for increased international ship- 
ping traffic, the Port of Baltimore 
adding a 50-foot-deep berth and 
four super cranes to accommo- 
date the mega-ships that will 
soon be able to reach Maryland. 
When work is completed in 2012, 
Baltimore and Hampton Roads, 
Va., will be the two East Coast 
ports with this operating-berth 
depth. 

The railroad improvements 


under discussion are part of nec- 
essary improvements to make 
Baltimore competitive in the 
expanded market. Relocation 
of the intermodal facility from 
Seagirt Terminal in Baltimore 
will also free up space to accom- 
modate increased international 
shipping. 

With these improvements and 
expansion of the Panama Canal, 
Baltimore will be able to com- 
pete for Asian container traf- 
fic that until now has delivered 
containers to western ports for 
transport by train and truck to 
Maryland. 

Tunnel Restrictions 

Since clearance is too low 
in Baltimore’s Howard Street 
tunnel to permit passage of dou- 
ble-stacked cars, CSX and the 
Maryland Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) are currently 
planning to develop a new rail 
intermodal facility for transfer 
of freight trailers and containers 
between trains and trucks. De- 
scribed by MDOT as “a state-of-

Council Hears Budget Proposals 
On Capital Projects and Codes 


The topic for the April 20 
Greenbelt City Council budget 
worksession for Fiscal Year 2012 
dealt with the department of 
Planning and Community De- 
velopment (P&CD). All coun- 
cilmembers were on hand at the 
Community Center, along with 
the city manager and the city 
treasurer. Two residents and one 
commercial property representa- 
tive also attended. 

Although small compared to 
other city departments, the func- 
tions and programs of the P&CD 
play a significant role in many 
Greenbelt nuts-and-bolts issues, 
including development within 
the city, planning issues affecting 
Greenbelt, code and parking en- 
forcement, animal control, capital 
projects and transportation issues. 

For the Department’s budget 
presentation, Director of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment Celia Craze briefed council. 
Choosing to forego the usual 
presentation, she let Mayor Judith 
Davis moderate a page-by-page 
review of the department budget, 
but then elaborating or answering 
questions council raised for spe- 
cific areas relating to the depart- 
ment’s responsibilities. 

Staffing levels remain at 8.5 
fulltime equivalents, including a 
half-time parking enforcement of- 
ficer. Craze advised council that

with that staffing authorization, 
the department is now operating 
without two community develop- 
ment (code) inspectors and with- 
out one authorized community 
planner. 

Because of pressure on the 
city budget, Craze has plans in 
FY12 to fill only one of the in- 
spector vacancies and the vacant 
planner position. 

The Animal Control func- 
tion operates with two FY12 
coordinator positions and a non- 
classified, half-time position for 
the shelter. 

The Planning Budget for FY12 
is proposed for $366,900, just 
$8,000 more than that for the 
previous year. 

Over 90 percent of the P&CD 
budget is personnel staffing (sala- 
ries/benefits). The Community 
Development Budget for FY12 is 
proposed for $700,800, which is 
$7,900 less than that for the pre- 
vious year and $27,000 less than 
the expected actual FY11 budget. 
About half the expected savings 
occur from lower personnel costs, 
half from operating expenses. 

Because the Community De- 
velopment function generates 
income through its varied in- 
spection/enforcement and licens- 
ing programs, it also presents a 
revenue account. For FY12 total 
revenue totals $966,000, which 


is $152,000 more than had been 
budgeted for FY11 ($814,00) but 
$18,300 less than the expected 
FY11 actual income ($984,300). 

The bulk of increased income 
during FY11 reflected the larger 
than usual number of municipal 
infraction penalties levied against 
the then-Empirian Village com- 
plex in Greenbelt West for their 
backlog of code enforcement 
offenses. 

Capital Projects 

One important function of the 
P&CD Department is to under- 
take and complete capital and 
infrastructure projects for the city. 
Although progress lately has been 
excruciatingly slow for long- 
planned projects, the proposed 
FY12 budget includes funding for 
several new projects. 

The department has obtained 
construction permits from the 
Maryland Department of the En- 
vironment and awarded a con- 
tract for the Greenhill/Hillside 
Roads Stream Stabilization proj- 
ect, which is intended to abate 
long-standing erosion issues in 
the Greenhill and Hillside Road 
areas near the existing Lakewood/ 
Northway stream valley under- 
pass. The project is expected 
to better stabilize the stream and 
prevent further sediment pollution

In August 2012 middle school 
students will move from their 
current building to a new Green- 
belt Middle School. What should 
be done with the old building? 

The city council established 
the Greenbelt Middle School Task 
Force to “develop ideas and con- 
cepts for the reutilization of the 
[old] Middle School.” 

Many will recall a similar 
effort in 1989. Then Greenbelt 
worked with the county Board of 
Education to convert Greenbelt 
Center School on Crescent Road 
into the Community Center. 

For those who live in Frank- 
lin Park (Greenbelt West), what 
services should be available in a 
nearby community center? 

A public computer lab? Rec- 
reation and art classes? Tutoring 
for kids? An adult lounge near a 
child care center? A party room 
for rent? Meeting rooms for 


clubs and neighborhood associa- 
tions? Senior activities? Adult 
education and GED classes? 
Family and individual counsel- 
ing? Practice rooms for young 
musicians? Exercise programs 
and nutritional classes? Public 
dances? 

Display cases for Greenbelt 
history and for costumes and toys 
from various countries? Places 
and activities that support gather- 
ings of immigrants? A polling 
place? A police sub-station? A 
place to meet people from other 
parts of Greenbelt? 

Could some activities or ser- 
vices be moved from the Cres- 
cent Road Community Center 
to a Greenbelt West Community 
Center to gain more room. 

The list of possibilities 1s long 
but the opportunity is clear.

for Greenbelt Lake. 

Another proposed project slat- 
ed for Greenbelt Lake results 
from state requirements for re- 
pairs to the existing Greenbelt 
Lake dam. P&CD staff hopes 
to combine this necessary repair 
work on the dam with a dredging 
project for the lake to improve 
water quality. Staff is investigat- 
ing sources of outside funding for 
both projects. 

Another long-delayed project 
is the proposed renovation of the 
city-owned Greenbelt Theater at 
Roosevelt Center. Because capi- 
tal costs for the renovation ex- 
ceeded the city’s project budget, 
P&CD staff have been working 
with a contractor to phase in the 
proposed renovations. The the- 
ater renovation is tied to the fate 
of the city manager’s proposal to 
consider requesting authorization 
from voters for additional bond 
funding in the November 2011 
city elections. 

Code Enforcement 

Although the transition of 
ownership of the Empirian Vil- 
lage apartment complex in Green- 
belt West to its new controlling 
owners, Fieldstone Properties, has 
reduced a large backlog of main- 
tenance complaints, P&CD staff 
are still monitoring the progress 
of these planned improvements, 
as well as other code enforce- 
ment and licensing requirements 
throughout the city. 

Previous P&CD budgets have 
enabled the department to in- 
vest in new community develop- 
ment software. The department 
is looking into the benefits of 
outfitting the inspector staff at 
the time of the inspection with 
hand-carried computing solutions 
with printing capabilities allow- 
ing the issuance of inspection 
notices. The new software and 
systems will allow the department 
to accomplish much more of its 
day-to-day work electronically, 
reducing the space required for 
file and document storage. 

The department also is consid- 
ering a requirement for electronic 
filing of all building permits and 
a switch to using electronic cor- 
respondence, notices and licenses 
for all commercial properties 
and apartment rental properties. 
Individuals with two or more 
owner-rental (residential) units 
also would be required to use 
electronic correspondence. 

Relating to the code enforce- 
ment and business licensing func- 
tion, Marc Kapastin expressed 
concern with the proposed in- 
crease in commercial licensing 
fees. He challenged the rationale 
for the increase, noting that the 
time required to inspect a busi- 
ness property does not correlate 
well with the proposed fee. 

Council listened to Kapastin’s 
appeal but made no decision. 
The issue was placed on the 
growing list of items for further 
consideration, however, following 
council’s completion of its review 
of the entire budget. 

Greenbelt West 

After planning and zoning ac- 
tions related to proposed mixed- 
use and transit-village types of 
land uses in Greenbelt West 


some of that history. 

Later this spring owners of 
Beltway Plaza will have the op- 
portunity to present their case 
to the Prince George’s County 
District Council for a proposed 
Greenbelt Place mixed-used infill 
project at the rear of the Plaza 
shopping center. The city has 
strongly opposed this approach, 
preferring a more comprehensive 
development plan for the entire 
shopping center. 

After a few false starts at pos- 
sible town home developments 
in what is known as the South 
Core at the Metroland site ad- 
jacent to the Greenbelt Metro 
station, several developers have 
approached the city with interest 
in the Greenbelt Station South 
Core. In the meantime Suntrust 
Bank, principal lender for South 
Core, has foreclosed on the prop- 
erty which was scheduled to be 
sold at auction in early March. 
The city has indicated that one 
of Suntrust’s real estate units may 
be seeking interested developers. 

North Core prospects remain 
cloudier. A legal dispute be- 
tween one of the contract con- 
struction partners for the North 
Core and the Washington Met- 
ropolitan Area Transportation 
Authority remains unresolved. 
In addition, both the South Core 
and the North Core develop- 
ments are encumbered by sev- 
eral development agreements, 
covenants and conditions with 
the city dating from 2006 site 
plan approvals that also tend to 
dampen interest by developers 
in the present economic climate. 

As noted earlier, Franklin 
Park’s new owners plan major 
renovations at the nearly 3,000- 
unit project. Recently they have 
announced several new initiatives 
to market the apartments and 
improve the overall environment 
for the complex. These include a 
recent request for Prince George’s 
County to enter into a Tax Incre- 
mental Financing (TIF) agreement 
to help Franklin Park owners pro- 
vide tenants with improved access 
to the Metro Station. 

Animal Control 

Barking at the back door for 
P&CD is its continuing manage- 
ment of the city’s animal control 
service and shelter. Although the 
animal control budget is part of 
the Public Safety Department, 
P&CD manages the program and 
shelter. 

The proposed FY12 budget is 
$196,300, of which $181,100 is 
funded by general city revenues. 

The proposed total is about 
$20,000 more than in FY11. 
Nearly $150,000 of the proposed 
budget is for personnel expenses. 

As noted in the April 21 News 
Review issue, Davis has request- 
ed more information regarding 
operation of the animal control 
program, which Craze provided 
during her budget presentation. 
In response to the mayor’s con- 
cern regarding compliance by 
some pet owners, Craze noted 
limitations regarding the ability 
to monitor lapses in behavior for 
some owners. She suggested that 
her staff could prepare a citation 
for alleged bad behavior by “not

the-art project,” the facility will 
incorporate “green technology, 
electric cranes, alternative energy 
sources, directional lighting and 
the latest in storm water manage- 
ment practices.” 

Criteria necessary for this fa- 
cility’s site include: a location 
south of the Howard Street tun- 
nel, at least 70 contiguous acres 
of usable land and proximity and 
accessibility to a major highway. 
Other criteria include correct 
configuration of the land, which 
must be shaped to accommodate 
multiple access points from the 
tracks, 1.e., with its longest border 
along the track, and adjacent to 
the CSX mainline. 

Site Selection 

Four candidate sites have been 
identified. Besides the Beltsville 
location, there is a site in Howard 
County north of Hanover Road 
along Race Road and two sites in 
Jessup, one near the correctional 
facility and one along Montevi- 
deo Road, just over the Howard 
County line. 

Selection of a site will con- 
form to the National Environ- 
mental Policy Act (NEPA), which 
requires that environmental fac- 
tors, including social, economic 
and cultural aspects in addition 
to natural ones, be considered in 
the selection process. NEPA also 
requires extensive public outreach 
as part of the process. 

One of three public information 
meetings for this purpose was held 
in Beltsville on April 20, with rep- 
resentatives from MDOT and CSX 
available to answer questions. 
Displays on the four proposed 
sites, aS well as numerous charts 


explaining the site selection pro- 
cess, the project and its impact on 
Maryland’s economic growth were 
made available. Similar informa- 
tion is also available on the web- 
site, www.intermodal.maryland. 
gov. Comments were accepted at 
the April 20 forum and may also 
be emailed to intermodal @mdot. 
maryland.gov. A CSX representa- 
tive said further public hearings 
would be scheduled as the process 
moves along. 

Members of the Greater 
Elkridge Community Associa- 
tion have already objected to 
the Hanover Road site because 
of its proximity to the proposed 
location of a new school and its 
designation as a flood plain. 

Greenbelt’s Concerns 

Mayor Judith Davis noted 
during the April 11 council meet- 
ing that the project is basically a 
good thing, as it would enhance 
the expansion of the Port of Bal- 
timore and Maryland’s economy. 
On the other hand, she cited 13 
reasons to oppose use of the 
Beltsville site for the intermodal 
facility, including the fact that 
it is 100 percent forested and 
contains some rare plant commu- 
nities. It is 75 percent wetlands, 
furthermore and is one of the last 
natural filters for Indian Creek, 
which runs through it. 

Davis thought the CSX facility 
should be located further north, 
closer to Baltimore — perhaps close 
to the Intercounty Connector (ICC), 
she said, so trucks going west 
could easily access that route. She 
also had concerns about increased 
truck traffic locally on already 
over-used roads. The draft let- 
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ter notes that, while near the I-95 
corridor, the interim road network, 
especially the bridge over the CSX 
rail line, cannot support the in- 
creased truck traffic that would be 
generated by the facility. 

Cary Coppock, interim chair 
for the Citizens to Conserve and 
Restore Indian Creek, said the 
Site 1s a candidate for wetlands 
remediation for the ICC. He 
Stressed that the land should be 
left alone as well because disturb- 
ing its geology could lead to the 
formation of sulfuric acid, which 
would be bad for the watershed. 

Greenbelt resident Doug Love, 
who teaches geography and 
claims familiarity with the soil 
structure around Indian Creek, 
concurred with this idea. 

Draft Letter 

The draft letter cites the prop- 
erty as well as a regulated envi- 
ronmental resource in the coun- 
ty’s Green Infrastructure Plan. 
Zoned Open Space, it is part of 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center. The letter closes 
by saying the “City of Greenbelt 
strongly opposes further consid- 
eration” of the Beltsville site for 
this transportation project and 
urges its removal from the list of 
considered sites. 

Copies of the letter will be 
sent to members of Greenbelt’s 
county and state elected officials, 
the Greater Beltsville Business 
Association and the Anacostia 
Watershed Society. Councilmem- 
ber Leta Mach asked that it also 
be sent to officials at BARC and 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
urged that it be sent as well to 
federal officials.

GHI provides building insurance with replacement value on the structure of members’ homes 
in accordance with a member’s Mutual Ownership Contract, which states that GHI does not 
cover personal property, improvements or betterments made by the current member. While 
GHI’s insurance policy covers damages to the structure of any addition already on a home 
purchased by a member, a member who has built an addition or is planning to build an addi- 
tion should consider a homeowner’s policy of the HO6 type, to be sure the addition is covered 
for damage or destruction. It is also recommended that members carry an HO6 policy to cover 
personal belongings and furnishings, personal liability and/or negligence, loss assessment, 
and any out-of-pocket living expenses in the event their home is rendered uninhabitable due 





to a disaster.

Seniors and Customers with Disabilities RIDE FREE 
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Former City Manager Remembers Pretty Springtime Days

When I became Greenbelt’s 
city manager in 1962, there were 
no city-maintained flower beds 
and few flowering trees. I was 
told that you couldn’t have a 
flower bed in a public area be- 
cause kids would vandalize it. 

Roosevelt Center had four 
large rectangular planting beds, 
each with four tulip magno- 
lia trees surrounded by grass. 
Original border hedges had long 
since been removed. In the early 
spring the tulip magnolias were 
spectacular. For the remainder 
of the year, however, the his- 
toric original mall for the planned 
community’s commercial center 
both lacked color or interest. 

Public Works Director Al- 
bert S. “Buddy” Attick and I 
discussed how to improve the 
landscaping and decided to try 
placing small annual flower beds 
in the four planting areas at the 
Center. His crew prepared beds 
and planted marigolds and bego- 
nias, as I remember. Soon flow- 
ers became the talk of the town. 
“They'll never last! The kids 
will tear them apart or walk all 
over them,” people said. 

But that never happened. 

For the next several years 
Public Works maintained those 
flower beds until the Center it- 
self was torn up, redesigned and 
rebuilt. All the tulip magnolias 
were replanted in other locations 
around the Center. A few still 
survive. Other flower beds and 
ornamental flowering trees began 
to appear around the new Mu- 
nicipal Building and other city 
buildings. 

Flowering Pears 

Later landscape architect plans 
for Roosevelt Center Mall called 
for extensive planting of trees 
to either side of the Mother and 
Child statue, providing a green 
frame to the large sculpture and 
a large paved open area in the 
mall’s center in which to hold 
community events. The trees 
selected were Bradford pears, a 
new variety that had become pop- 
ular at the time for their quick 
growth, lack of fruit, profusion 
of white blossoms in spring and 
brilliant fall coloring. And in- 
deed the trees did become spec- 
tacular in the spring and fall 
while providing pleasant shade in 
the heat of summer. 

Well-liked by all, the Bradford 
pear became the tree of choice 
for many purposes. Prince 
George’s County designated it 
one of a few trees acceptable 
for planting along street sides in 


new subdivisions and the city en- 
couraged its use along Greenbelt 
streets. In older neighborhoods 
where developers had not been 
required to plant street trees, 
residents, for a small price, ar- 
ranged for Bradford pears to be 
planted through a city adopt-a- 
tree program. 

Not until 20 or 25 years later 
did a major defect about this 
beautiful tree become apparent. 
Branches of these trees extend 
outward, growing larger each 
year with multiple sub-branches. 
Eventually the soft wood can no 
longer support its heavy weight. 
At that point, the trees are subject 
to serious breakage during wind, 
rain and snow storms. 

Even when all is quiet, the 
trees can suddenly drop a branch. 
That is not good if you are walk- 
ing under such a tree or have 
your car parked there. The Brad- 
ford pear has become no longer 
the street tree of choice. 

Trimming these trees, pre- 
venting branches from becom- 
ing overloaded, can make them 
safer. I remember one time, 
though, when a city employee 
was trimming trees and a resi- 
dent housewife stormed, berating 
him for “ruining her tree.” The 
employee was so traumatized by 
the experience that he refused 
to trim any more trees in front 
of homes. 

Southway 

In the late 1960s Mayor 
Francis White proposed recon- 
structing Southway to become 
a featured entrance to Historic 
Greenbelt. He proposed that the 
street become a boulevard with 
a landscaped median strip. His 
proposal became reality when 
voters authorized a bond is- 
sue for multiple purposes in 
1969 including the rebuilding of 
Southway. 

By that time, city council had 
agreed that Public Works needed 
an experienced landscape garden- 
er. Dennis Doornekamp became 
the city’s Parks Superintendent. 
A native of Holland, Doornekamp 
had done landscaping there and 
also participated in the Dutch 
Underground during World War 
II. Later he and his wife emi- 
grated to this country and he had 
worked as gardener at several 
wealthy estates before coming to 
Greenbelt. 

He loved tulips in particular 
and found a nursery with a Dutch 
owner who specialized in tulips. 
(It seems that many nurseries 
are owned by Dutchmen.) So 
Southway became landscaped 
with Bradford pears, then the 
tree of choice, and flower beds

filled in spring with tulips and 
other annuals the rest of the year. 
Unfortunately, as the trees grew 
and cast dense shade, it became 
more difficult to raise annuals in 
the flower beds. 

Bicentennial Project 

For the American Bicentennial 
in 1976, Doornekamp created a 
special flower bed at the Lake- 
crest Drive entrance to Greenbelt 
filled with patriotic reds, whites 
and blues. Unfortunately, when 
it was determined that this bed 
would be too costly to maintain 
permanently, it was removed after 
the celebration. 

Doornekamp’s signature piece, 
done shortly before he retired, 
was installed at the newly con- 
structed entrance to Buddy Attick 
Park and the new city Public 
Works facility when the park 
was dedicated to Attick’s mem- 
ory. Like so many Greenbelters, 
Doornekamp had come to love 
this long-serving, cheerful city 
employee. 

A large grassy area stretched 
between the street and the park’s 
tree line due to the relocated 
entrance. Doornekamp created 
an evergreen arboretum for this 
area, planting numerous varieties 
of trees with azaleas and some 
annuals on the periphery. In 
this special garden area is lo- 
cated a marker honoring Attick. 
Doornekamp also landscaped the 
area on the other side of Crescent 
Road from that special garden. 

Street landscaping and flower 
beds were placed in other areas 
of the city as well. In Greenbelt 
East, new roads were required to 
be built as boulevards like South- 
way. For Greenbriar, Bradford 
pears had again been chosen for 
Hanover Parkway and Mandan

Road. When Hanover Parkway 
was extended south, however, 
the city horticulturist (no longer 
just an experienced gardener but 
an educated professional), real- 
ized the problems with the pears 
and used other trees and crepe 
myrtles for landscaping. More 
recently, the city has undertaken 
other landscaping with the con- 
struction of traffic circles and 
other traffic-calming measures, 
with beautification continuing to 
be an important goal of the city. 
Failure 

Sometime in the 1970s we had 
one big failure. Enamored by the 
beautiful walks through the aza- 
leas at the National Arboretum, 
city staff decided to try to do 
something like that along the lake 
path through woods on the south- 
west shore. From a nursery on 
the Eastern Shore, we purchased 
at modest cost a wide variety of 


small azalea plants. We placed 
an order and sent a truck down 
to pick them up in the spring. 
Doornekamp saw to their planting 
along the lake pathway shortly 
before a late Easter. The plants 
were just coming into bloom. 

Then the Recreation Depart- 
ment held its traditional Easter 
Egg Hunt on Easter Monday at 
Buddy Attick Park. Staff hid 
many of the eggs along the path 
through the woods on the south- 
west shore of the lake. I suppose 
one kid started it by spotting a 
pretty little plant and adding it to 
the Easter basket. Others with pa- 
rental help quickly followed suit. 
In no time at all, all the pretty 
new azaleas were carried away. 

And that is why the path 
around Greenbelt Lake bears no 
resemblance to the path through 
the azaleas at the National Ar- 
boretum.

Dental implants 
are safe, reliable and effective for 
single and multiple tooth restoration. 
Implants are made of a biocompat- 
ible titanium alloy and are placed 
in the jawbone, where they fuse to 
the bone, replacing the root of the 
tooth. In many cases, a temporary 
crown can be placed on the tooth 
immediately and replaced with a 
permanent crown. Implants typically 
last a long time (they won’t decay), 
and they are the best restorations in 
cases where the neighboring teeth 
are healthy and properly aligned. 


With the recent advances in min- 
imally invasive dental implants, more 
patients are candidates for permanent 
tooth replacement. Mini dental im- 
plants are popular because of their 
immediate use and also because they 
are less invasive, less expensive, and 
heal faster than traditional implants. 
The most common use of mini dental 
implants is stabilization of dentures. 

The bottom line for many dental 
implant patients is that for the first 
time since they have had dentures,

Goes on Despite the Rain

The Greenbelt Department of 
Public Works did not let the rain 
stop its work team from cel- 
ebrating Earth Day, Arbor Day 
and holding their annual open 
house April 16. 

As the rain came down, Les- 
ley Riddle, the city’s assistant 
director of parks and grounds, 
led an enthusiastic group to 
Schrom Hills Park on Hanover 
Parkway.

It’s a good place, they said, to 
learn things like simple tech- 
niques for saving energy. 

A table was set up as well 
with information about recy- 
clables and the Chesapeake Bay 
watershed. 

Carolyn Clemens, assistant 
director of Public Works, was 
in charge of the open house. 
She was pleased with the turn- 
out which was better than ex- 
pected because of the rain. 
Many outdoor activities could 
not be held, such as putting out 
all the different Public Works 
vehicles and equipment for the 
people to see.
